NOTIFICATION 
Trade and Merchandise Marks 
New Delhi, the 23 rd December 1960 

S.O. 3093. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of 
section 117 of the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1958 (43 of 1958), and in 
supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry No. S.O. 17 dated the 29th December. 1959, the Central 
Government, being convinced that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, 
directs as follows, the same having been previously published as required by sub¬ 
section (4) of the said section, namely: — 

' INDICATIONS OF ORIGIN OF GOODS 

1. Requirements in respect 0 / goods imported from abroad specified in column 
2 of Part I of the Schedule, —(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (5) of 
section 117 of the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1958, the classes of goods 
specified in column 2 of Part I of the Schedule hereto annexed shall, on importation 
and at the time of sale, whether by wholesale or retail or both, have applied to 
them in the manner specified in the corresponding entry in column 3 of Part I of 
the said Schedule, 

(a) an indication of the country or place In which the goods are made or 

produced or of the name and address of the manufacturer, or 

(b) where such goods are manufactured by one person for another who are 

both beyond the limits of India, either an indication as specified in (a) 
above or of the name and address of the person for whom the goods 
are manufactured, 

(2) Where such goods are made or produced in one country and are contained 
In packages made or produced in another, the indication shall specify both countries, 

f3) Where such goods are partly or wholly made or produced in one country 
and partly made or produced or finished or processed or embellished or completed 
in another country or other countries, or where the goods are made of Indistin¬ 
guishable parts or constituents made in two or more different foreign countries, 
the indication may be expressed as, ‘Manufacture of different countries outside 
India’, or ‘Produce of different countries outside India’ or 'Made abroad’, or 
'Foreign made’. 

(4) Where the name of the place in the indication is identical with, or decep¬ 
tively similar to, the name of a place in India or if the name is the name of a 
place in more than one country, such name shall be accompanied in equally large 
and conspicuous letters and in the English language by the name of the country 
In which the place is situated. 
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(5) The above provisions shall be without prejudice to the requirements of 
counter indication of country of origin, etc. required by or under section 18(e) of 
the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878). 

2. Requirements in. respect of goods produced in India or imported but packed 
or otherwise processed in India and falling within column 2 of Part II of the 
Schedule. —(1) The classes of goods specified in column 2 of Part II of the Schedule 
hereto annexed shall at the time of sale, whether by wholesale or retail or both, 
have applied to them an indication that such goods are made or produced in India 
or at any place in India, or an indication of the name and address of the manu¬ 
facturer or of the person for whom the goods were manufactured, in the manner 
specified in the corresponding entry in column 3 of Part II of the said Schedule. 

(2) Where such goods are made or produced in a foreign country but are packed 
or otherwise processed in India or where such goods are sold in containers or 
coverings made in India both the country or place of origin of the goods and the 
words 'packed in India’ or “processed in India” or 'Containers or coverings made 
in India’ as the case may be, shall be indicated; provided that the use of the words 
‘container or coverings made in India’ shall be presumed to be an indication that 
the goods were ‘packed in India’ unless an express contrary indication appears. 

(3) Where such goods are processed In India from different foreign ingredients, 
the indication may be expressed as “Made from foreign ingredients and processed 
in India”. 

Provided, however, in the case of drugs, medicines and pharmaceutical products 
of all kinds where 95% or more of the main or essential ingredients are Indian 
and the foreign Ingredient is not a potent or therapeutically active ingredient, the 
indication may be “Made in India”. 

(4) Where such goods are assembled in India with foreign and indigenous parts, 
the indication of the country of origin to be applied to the goods shall be ‘assem¬ 
bled in India’. 

Provided, however, in the case of machinery where the foreign parts form a 
minor and or insignificant portion of the goods (being less than 20% in value), tho 
indication may be "Made in India”. 

3. General provisions in respect of goods falling within column 2 of both Part I 

and Part II of the Schedule. —(1) The indication of the country or place or the 
name and address referred to in paragraphs 1 and 2 shall be shown in large and 
conspicuous letters. The minimum size of the lettering of such indication of the 
country or place of origin or the name and address shall be not less than two 
millimetres in height or less than one fourth of the size of the largest letter appear¬ 
ing in the name, word, or trade description applied to the goods, whichever is 

larger. 

Provided however that the minimum size of the lettering of such indication 
.shall be— 

(i) in the case of drugs, medicines and pharmaceutical products or cosmetics 
and toilet preparations, not less than two millimetres In height or less 
than the largest letter used in the display of the name of the manu¬ 
facturer appearing at any place In the label, whichever is smaller; 

(II) in the case of cigarettes, not less than two millimetres in height; 

s(iii) In the case of chemicals in drums and other containers— 

(a) of size upto 2 litres, not less than 2 millimetres in height, 

(b) of size from 2 litres to 8 litres, not less than 4 millimetres in height, 
<c) of size from 8 litres to 50 litres, not less than 10 millimetres in height, 
and 

(d) of size above 50 litres, not less than 20 millimetres in height; and 
<iv) in the case of wood and timber in logs or pieces or plants or scantlings, 
not less than 20 millimetres in height. 

(2) The indication shall, in cases where any name, word or trade description 
applied to the goods or the packages thereof is in English or in any language other 
(than an Indian language, be In the English language; and where such name, word 
«or trade description is in an Indian language or languages with or without English, 
the Indication shall be either in the English language or in each one of the lan¬ 
guages in which such name, word or trade description appears. 
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(3) The indication shall be on the same label or Dart of the covering or goods, 
as the case may be, to which the name, word or trade description is applied and 
shall be reasonably near such name, word or trade description. Where the name, 
word or trade description appears at more than one place on the label, the indica¬ 
tion shall be at least in two places. Where a trade description, which is likely to 
indicate foreign origin or the foreign address of the manufacturer, is applied on 
the goods made in India or on the packages of such goods, the indication shall 
accompany and be adjacent to, or reasonably near, such application. The indica¬ 
tion shall not be in a separate label nor shall it be otherwise detachable from the 
application of the name, wotd or trade description itself and it shall be applied 
no less indelibly than the name, word or trade description. 

4. Goods on which marking is impossible or would adversely affect their quality. 
—Where due to the smallness of the goods or other cause, It is impracticable to 
mark on the goods themselves an indication of the country or place of origin or 
where it Is not possible to do so without adversely affecting the quality of the 
goods or without undue expenditure, the Indication may be applied on the package 
attached to such goods. 

5. Exemptions. —The following classes of goods are exempted from the opera¬ 
tion of this notification: 

(a) materials imported by the railways and marked with the name of the 

railway; 

(b) samples or patterns readily distinguishable as such and valueless in 

themselves; 

(c) articles intended for free distribution for advertising purposes; 

(d) goods imported for the personal use of Individuals or associations of 

individuals and not for trade purposes; 

(e) goods made or produced beyond the limits of India and imported into 

India, not for trade purposes other than for re-export; and 

(f) drugs, medicines and pharmaceutical products of all kinds manufactured 

in India solely for export. 

<J. Interpretation. —In this notification,— 

(a) "package" shall have the same meaning as defined in section 2Cl)Cl) of 

the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1938; 

(b) “label’’ includes any ticket, band, card or tag; 

(c) “applied" includes attached, enclosed,, annexed, inserted, secured, fasten¬ 

ed, stitched, sewn, woven or stamped, and ’application’ shall be con¬ 
strued accordingly, 

7. Commencement .—This notification shall come into force on and from the 
1st July, 1901, provided that in the case of cigarettes, the notification shall come 
into force on and from the 1st December, 1961.
